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Judges of the Supreme Court, is greater thari can be- 
borne by men who have arrived to those years that. 
best qualify them for the faithful and correct dis- 

charge of the duties of that high station ; and the con- 

sequence is, a delay of justice injurious to the people 

at large, and almost ruinous to suitors. It would 
therefore, seem proper, with a view that the business 
of this court may be transacted with promptness, and 

with the ability worthy of the highest Judicial tribu- 

nal of the State, that it should be held only in two pla- 

ces; and that Courts of Chancery should be estab- 
lished in suitable districts. Whether it might not be 
a judicious revision of the present system to increase. 
the number of the Judges of the Supreme Court, and 

provide for the additional expense produced by that 

means, by diminishing the expense of some of the oth- 

er courts, isa matter worthy of your best attention. 

It would seem to be of the utmost consequence to have 
awell organized and efficient court, possessing the 
public confidence to decide causes in the last resort. 
And I never could see the necessity: or propriety* of 
having several successive appeals as to matters of 
fact, when a cause can be as well tried by one tribu- 
nal, having the power to grant new trials at far less 

expense than by appealing, if justice be not donein 
the first instance. The peace and happiness of eve- 

ry citizen depend so much on a well regálated judici- 
ary, that I cannot but solicit your attention to what 1 
have heretofore communicated on the subject, and 
recommend it to your serious deliberations. ^ . 

We have reason to congratulate the State on the 
improved and improving condition of our circulating 
medium. Many of our banks arce now paying specie, 
and a strong hope is entertained that the others will 
be able to commence the ensuing spring, beyond 
which time neither their necessities, the interest of 
the country, nor public sentiment, would seem ta sanc- 
tion a delay of payment. I feel great pleasure in 
stating that the persons to whom is intrusted the man- 
agement of those institutions, so far as Ican learn, axe 
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entitled: to great credit .for ‘the continued exertions 
they are making to give to-the country, as spéedily

as possible, a sound and durable currency. This is’ 


an object greatly to be desired,, particularly by the 
agriculturalist, who js really the principal sufferer 
by the circulation of fluctuating and depreciated 
paper money. -. He pays a higher price for every ar- 
ticle of merchandise he buys, and the instability of 
the value of paper money induces him to purchase 
many thing's which the wants of his family do not re- 
quire, and for which he has very little use. - .

'. "tered; of the hardships and cruelties they, unaided by 
the góvernment, had süffered in defending their fami- . 
lies and pdssessions froni the violence of an infuriated 
enemy; of the great losses they had-sustained; and 
of the advantages derived fiom them to the interior 
settlements, in being guarded from the incursions and , 
depredations of fhe Indians,—she determined ‘tq se- 

‘cure in them the rights of preemption? and not being 
willing to trust the disposal of theirlands to a power 
not so well acquainted with their eondition.and their 

: eláims, she retained that right in herself. ` : 

. If, then, North-Carolina, by virtne of the réserva-- 
tion of the right of opening an office to receive entries 

© for those lands, retained alf the interest in them not ^

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grant of it. A waver in North-Carolina to exercise 
the right within the time limited, could not work a 
transfer thereof to Congress, because tac rights of 
andbher ‘party were involved : ‘and, the committee 
are of opinion, that the terms -of the reservation 
made it a matter of exclusive concern between North 
Carolina and the occupants—she retaining the right 
of demanding, or not demanding, a price for their 
lands, and they being the party only bound to pay 
the same if demanded by her. : 

It is said. that although North-Carolina retained 
the right of opening an office and receiving the pro- 
ceeds for the sales of those lands, yet it was upon con- 
dition she should do it during the term of that Gene- 
ral Assembly ; and by not performing the condition, 
the right to dispose of the lands passed to Congress. 
The committee admit, that North-Carolina, failing 
to exercise the right within the time limited to do.so, 
ceased to possess it; but they cannot see how this 
warrants the conclusion, that it thereby passed to 
Congress : nor can the cominiítee see how North: 
Carolina could derive a conditioual investiture of it. 
If North-Carolina rei. ned in herself all the interest 
in the lands not guaranti -^ to the occupants, with ‘an 
absólute power for a bh: ict time to prescribe the 
price, and demand it fer thcy, & failure in North- 
Carolina to exercise the rigt: within the time limit- 
ed, could not work a transfer of that interest to Con- 
gress; because, nof having derived it at the time the.

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performance of the supposed condition in this case 
would have divested an estate out of the party per- 
forming. Therefore the committee are strongly im- 
pressed with a belief, that it was intended in thages- 
sion act to recognise in the occupants the rights of 
precem ption in those lands, and to reserve in North- 
Carolina for a limited time aright to demand pay for 
them ; which right, if not exercised within the time 
limited, could never after be legally exerted by'any 
power whatever. North-Carolina secured in the oc- 
cupants the rights of preemption, and retained in 
herself for a limited time, a right to démand pay for 
those preemptions. She failed to make demand with- 
in the time limited. Now the question -seems to the 
committee to be, whether this failure in North-Caro- 
lina.to demand from the occupants what she had the 
.Xjight to do, shall inure to their benefit, or to the be- 
nefit of Gongress, without an express transfer thereof ; 
or whether the right of any power whatever to make 
such demand, became not extinct after the lapse of 
the time North-Carolina had reserved to do so. The 
committee can see no pretence that Congress could 
setup to an interest admitted to have existed after 
ihe cession was made wholly within the control of 
North-Carolina, and which subsisted entirely betwcen 
her and the occupants, without any subsequent trans- 
fer of the same to her. If North-Carolina retained 
a right to demand of the preemptioners pay for their 
lands. she also had the concomitant power of exone- 
rating from payment. This she could do by an ex- 
ptess discharge within the time she could require 
them to pay 3 or, by not requiring payment within 
the limited time. The latter was the course adopted 
by North-Carolina. 
It cannot be objected, that North-Carolina, retain- 
‘ ing the right to prescribe the price.and demand pay 
far their lauds, gave her no authority to exonorate 
tthe-crcupants entirely: for, as it seems to the com- 
“‘ggaittée, ths same argument that established in North- 
i Aro! 1a a discrétion in prescribing the price, demon- 
lw. fi Jj 3nd. 
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strably proves in her a right to excuse from payment 
altogether. It might net be amiss, while on this part 
of the subject, farther to remark, that, had North- 
Carolina opened an office , ursuant to the foregoing 
provision, she would have been entitled to the pro- 
ceeds arising from the entries of those lands: and her 
not exercising the power, when it was in her indispu- 
table right ‘to do so, and when by so doing she might 
have secured a profit of whatever she couid in justice 
have demanded for those lands, appear to the com- 
mittee strongly to evidence, that it was not designed 
by North-Carolina that the preemptioners should pay 
any thing: that, taking into consideration the vast 
$acrifices they had made in defending the frontier ; 
the shocking cruelty they had suffered ; the enormous 
losses they had sustained ; the great danger to which 
they were still exposed, and. the advantages derived 
from them to the interior settlements,—she could not 
in justice demand of them any thing. And supposing 
that an absolute intefest in thé lands was sufficiently 
secured to them, she would not take the trouble of 
issuing them patents, when she could justly profit 
nothing thereby. 

The committee cannot imagine that North-Caroli- 
na could have intended ^as & mere grataity to Con- 
gress, the interest assumed by her in the disposal of 
those lands. This is too inconsistent with that vigi- 
lance which the committee have observed to have 
been uniformly evidenced by North-Carolina, in im- 
proving all occasions in which she had the power 
justly to add-a single mite to the interest of the state. 
In answer to the objection, that North- Carolina not 
having issued to the occupants grants for their lands, 
it became a matter of necessity that Congress should 
provide for securing them titles. This, the commit- 
tee adinit, Congress had a right to do, as : incident 
of political sovereignty. Inthe same way"she would 
adopt any other measure for the benefit of the com- 
munity. or any particular part thereof; but it does 
not therefore follow, that she became thereby possess-- 
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ed of a right to demand any thing more than a jnst 
compensation for the trouble and expense in so doing. 
But upon the supposition, that Congress did acquire 
a right to dispose of thos lands, the disposal of them 
at $1 per acre, the committee cannot regard other- 
wise than as an act of injustice, which operates greatly 
to the injury and oppression of the occupants. Here 
- the committee would again advert to the cession act, 
and attempt such an exposition of its provisions rela- 
tve to those lands, as they deem consistent with rea- 
san, With justice, and with law. 

The 10th condition of the above act, as was before 
observed, recognises in the occupants the right of 
‘preemption, and the second condition of the same act 
provides, that those rights “shall remain, and be in 
full force, as conditions upon which the cession is 
made." These special provisions of the cession act 
clearly demonstrate to the committee, that it was the 
intention of North-Carolina by them to benefit these 
people. "That she was not willing their suffering and 
distress, their privations and losses, should be unno- 
ticed, and their valuable services unrewarded, but in 
ceding them lands, designed to secure in their such 
an interest to the occupants as should in some degree 
compensate them for the great sacrifices they had 
made. This the committee presumes is admitted by 
all; but it could be no benefit te the occupants if there 
is given to the law such a construction as to extend to 
them only a performance in obtaining titles for their 
lands, ata price subsequently fixed upon them, ten 
times as great as lands could have been obtained on 
the north side of those rivers, "at the time this intend- 
_ed benefit was supposed to be secured. No publie 
lands had been disposed of by North-Carolina before 
the cession was made, at a price higher than ten 
pounds pgr 100 acres, payable in depreciated securi- 
ries at thfir nominal valuc. The occupants then ex- 
pecting to be benefited, had a right to believe that 
they would not be required to pay more, as the com- 
niittee conceives, than the above rate ; under this tm- 
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. pression they proceeded to cultivate and improve 
their lands ; but afterwards, when they had improv-. . 
eJ the value of their. lands, by the labour they had: 
bestowed upon them, to fix a higher price upon those 
lands, than was conceived by the occupants was 
implied in the assurance they had received, and spe- 
cially one ten times as great, instead of benefiting, 
has, in the opinion of your committee, greatly injur- 
ed and oppressed them. Therefore, such a construc- 
tion of the law is opposed to iis spirit and intention, 
and consequently: unjust. | 

That the legislature of North-Carolina did not in- 
tend those occupants to. pay more than at a rate 
not exceeding ten pounds, dischargeable in specie 
certificates at their nominal vaiue, seems apparent to 
the committee from the following considerations : 1st. 
Because they were intended to be favored, and as has 
been shown, they could not be favored by being re- 
quired.to pay more. 2dly. Because it was the price 
the inhabitants of Davidson county (at that time inclua- 
ding all the white settlements west of Cumberland 

: mountain) had paid a few years before for their pre- 
emptions, after being indulged a considerable time 
to procure certificates to make payment; acts of N. 
C. 1782, 83 and 84—-1st. Scots Revisal, 259, 283 
anil 986. ] a 

The eommittee cannot discover any reason why 
the inhabitants of Davidson county should be entitled 
to enter their lands at 10 pounds per 100 acres, but 
what would operate with greater force in favor of the ` 
people south of French-Broad and Holston. After 
the passage of the cession act, the next legislative 
notice we find respecting these people, is coutained in 
the constitution of the state of Tennessee: Iu the 31st 
art. of the bill of rights, it is declared “ that the peo- 
ple residing south of French-Broad and Holston, be- 
tween the rivers of Tennessee and Big-Pigeon, are 
entitled to the right of preemption and occupancy in, 
that tract.” Here the state in her constitutional ca- 
pacity, declared these people entitled to the rights of 

L2 
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occupancy and preemption. Under this additiotial 
assurance fram the highest authority of the state, they 
felt perfectly secure in their possessions ;—many of 
them made valuabfe improvements; and so perfectly 
safe did they feel under the above security, that they 
considered little more was wanting than the form of 
a title to make them absolute proprietors of these 
lands. À ' 

This view ofthe subject, seems to be further con- 
firmed by the 8th article of the schedule annexed to 
the constitution, wherein itis provided, that * until a 
Jand office shall be opened so as to enable the citizens 
south of French-Broad and Holston, and between the 
tivers Tennessee and Big-Pigeon, to obtain titles up- 
on their claims of occupancies and preemptions, 
those who hold land by virtue of such claims, shall 
he eligible to serve in all capacities where a freehold 
is by the constitution made a requisite qualification.” 
ilere the preemptioners of this district were regard- 
cd by the constitution as possessing such an interest 
in those lands as was equivalent to a freehold, and 
hy virtue thereof, were made eligible to serve in such 
eapacities, as a freehold interest in the incumbent 
was considered a necessary qualification to fit for the 
proper discharge of the duties thereof. 

Ifthe occupants were possessed of the merits and 


invested with the interests that entitled them under the 


constitution to all the public confidence that a free- 
hold would, it seems to the committee, that refüising 
them titles, unless they pay for their lands, is deny- 
ing them that interest the constitution had acknow- 
tedged in them. So completely were the occupants 
considered as ihe absolute owners of the lands, that 
for some time after the constitution was framed, in 
buying and selling, no difference was made between 
these and lands on the north side of those rivers.— 
But to say nothing more was contained in the assur- 
ance they had received than that the occupants should 
be entitled to a preference in obtaining titles for their 
l. mis at any price that might subsequently be.fixed up- 
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“on them, seems to the committee, would. be more than 
trifling with legislatrve,authority an d representative 
confidence. -It would. be an.act whereby the state 
would be defrauding her own subjects; ::because, 
without any implied criterion by which to be govern- 

. ed, the labours of the occupa might.be taxed in af- 
terwards afüxing an avarage price upon the lands. 
The committee are ther efore of opinion, that in this 
constitutional guarantee made to the occupants, there 
was an implied undertaking on the part of the state, 
that if any thing should be demanded from them in 
granting them titles, if should not be a higher price 
than public lands had béen previously sold for in oth- 

‘er parts of the state. Upon this principle the com- 
mittee sirppose the- General Assembly of Tennessee 
acted in 1789, three years after the constitution was 

` framed : at a session of that year, an act passed pro- 

viding for the entry of the lands south of French- 

Broad and Holston, &c. at 25 cents per acre.‘ This 

expression of the sense of the state three years-after 

the constitution was framed, as to the price these peo- 
ple ought to pay for their lands, ought; in the opinion 
ofthe committee, to be received as conclusive evi- 
dence, that a higher price was not intended by the 
convention ; but owing to a dispute betweeu this state 
and Congress, the ‘above act was never carried into 
effect. Nothing further was, done respecting these 

: lands until the year 1806, when they were disposed of 

by an act, usually called the compact act, at one dol- 

lar per acre. -In the fixing: of which price, the com- 
mittee imagine, that the. sate of her western lands 
must have had-considerable: influence upon Con igress. 

Upon the injustice and oppression of the above price, 

the committee have before remarked. From this pe- 

riod may be dated the- increase of the pecuniary. em- 
^ barrassments, and the rapid decline of:the state of 
improvements on that tract of country. 

The committee would further remark, thatone hun- 
` dred and perhaps forty or fifty thousand acres of that 
tract of country is Covered by a grant issued by the — 
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atate of N. Carolina, for one hundred thousand acres, 
known by the name of Danforth’s claim. Suits were 
instituted some years since, by the claimant Danforth, 
against several of the occupants; one of which suits 
was Carried up to the supreme court ef the United 
States, and decided at the last term thereof upon the 
points taken up in favour of the claimant Danforth, 
and renianded back to the federal circuit court of the 
United States for a new trial, The occupants have 
at their.own expense thus far defended these suits. 
As the state has. in.other instances made provision 
for employing counsel to defend suits brought against 
the purchasers of lands from the state, the committeo 
would suggest the propriety of making some remune- 
ration to the occupants for the expenses they may 
have thus necessarily sustained, and of feeing counsel 
on their behalf, also to defend the further prosecution 
of these suits. 

This report is protracted out much beyond the li- 
mits the committee expected in the commencement ; 
but to have said less, would not have been doing the 
subject that justice to which the committee conceived 
its merits were entitled. But before the committee 
close this report, they would beg leave further to rc- 
mark, that from the reports and information received 
from the treasurer of East 'Fennessee, upwards of 
$130,000 have been paid by the people of this district 
of country into the treasury of East Tennessee, more 
than $80,000 of which has been paid within the last 
twelve months. From the unexampled scarcity of 
circulating medium in this district of country, arising 
from the great quantity of money drawn from circu- 
lation by the entry of the Hiwassee lands, of the va- 
cant lands north and eastof the Congressional reser- 
vation line, and of the amount drawn 'as aforesaid, 
within the last twelve months, your committee are of 
opinion, that it will be impossible for the citizens of 
this district to meet the next instalments due upon 
their lands, upon the first day of May next. Where- 
fore, your committee have thought proper to accom:

for the advancement of those ends, they have, at all 
times, an unalienable and indefeisible right to alter, 
‘amend or abolish the government, in such mariner as 
they may think proper: and whereas it is at all 
times safe to commit to the people the right of saying 
whether they will revise, amend or alter the consti- 
tution of the state—the charter of their liberties, and 
palladium of their rights: And whereas, by the 3d 
section of the 10th article of the constitution, the good 
people of the state have not the power, by the exercise 
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. of the right of suffrage, to declare, by their votes, 
whether they deem it expedient to revise, amend or 
alter the present constitution, until two thirds of the 
General Assembly shall recommend to the electors 
-for members of the General Assembly, to vote for, or 
against a convention: Therefore, 

Ist, Resolved by the General Assembly of the State 
of Tennessee, Two thirds concurring therein, that it 
be, and it is hereby, recommended to the electors, at | 
the next election for members of the General Assen- 
bly, to vote for, or against a convention. 

And whereas it is important, that a fall and: fair 
expression of the opinion of the voters may he ob- 
tained: Therefore, 

2d. Resolved, That the officers holding the elections 
at the different places authorized by law, are direct- 
€. to ask each voter, when his name is taken down 
by the clerks of the election, if he votes for, or against 
a _ convention, and to keep an accurate account of the 
votes thus given; and the officers, respectively, shall 
certify the number of votes for, and against a con- 
vention, in the certificate of election giver to the re- 
presentatives of his county. 

3d. Resolved, That, in the event a constitutional ` 
majority of the people of the state shall vote for the 
call of a convention, itis hereby recommended to the 
legislature who shall convene im 1825, to fix the pe- 
riod, by law, when the said convention shall be called; 
and that the period, when fixed, be after the next ap- 
portionment of representatives to the legislature of 
the state. 

Mr. Williams, (of the Senate,) moved for a division 
of the question, so as to be taken on each resolution 
separately ; which was agreed to by the committee. 

‘The question was then stated by the chair, Will 
the committee adopt the first of said resolutions ? and . 
decided in the negative; two thirds of the committee 
not voting therefor, as required by the constitution o£ 
the state, there being ayes 36, noes 24.
